And be it Enacted, That after this Act shall so come into operation 
in any Borough, as aforesaid, every male person, of full age, and not

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subject to any legal incapacity or disqualification, who shall occupy 
within such Borough, as tenant or owner, any house, warehouse, 
counting-house, shop, or other building, either separately or jointly 
with any land within such Borough occupied therewith by him as 
5 owner or occupied therewith by him as tenant under the same land- 
lord, shall be entitled to register his vote as an Elector for such 
Borough, provided that in the last poor-rate such property, or some 
part thereof, shall have been rated at the net annual value of Five 
Pounds, and provided he shall have occupied such property for Six

And be it Enacted, That within Fourteen Days after this Act shall

voter, shall continue during the continuance of such estate or interest, 
or any part or residue thereof, so long as he shall be otherwise qualified. 

And be it Enacted, That after the passing of this Act no person 
shall be precluded from voting, or from continuing to be registered as 20 
a Voter by virtue of any property, on account of having renewed his 
estate or term, or having obtained any new estate or term in, or of 
having sold, aliened, or disposed of any part of such property, or any 
part of his estate or term therein, or of having demised such property, 
or any part thereof, so long as he shall have or retain so much thereof, 25 
being of such annual value, and in the case of freehold or leasehold 
property, held for such estate or term, as by law would be required 
for conferring his franchise ; but that in every such case such renewed 
or new estate or term, or such remaining property, shall be deemed 
to be a continuance of the same qualification.
